y^MONG the delights of a vacation in 
Manitoba is the weekly cruise on 
the steamship Keenora from Selkirk to 
a number of points on Lake Winnipeg 
climaxed by a trip down the picturesque 
Nelson River on the motor launch Chic- 
kama to Norway House.
